The manufacture of Masonite Presdwood 
involves great heat and pressure, so that 
when the board is first produced it is in

atmospheric 
moisture increases, the board may slightly 
expand, and tend to wave or buckle. 


To counteract this, it is essential to thoroughly wet the boards 
on the screen side, using 3 to 4 pints of water per full 12 ft. 
х 4 ft. sheet, and brush the water in with a stiff broom. They 
should then be stacked flat, screen side to screen side, and 
allowed to lie in this condition for at least 48 hours, or longer, 
before application. In this way the boards can assume their 
natural size and the moisture content is stabilized. When the 
boards are fixed or nailed no further expansion will occur. The 
one wetting is sufficient. 


DOORS AND DRAWERS - HANDY HINTS 


Framing — The timber framework should be of 
adequate dimensions to suit the particular construc- 
tion; generally, in small cabinet frames, 2 in. x 1 in. 
nominal size timber is sufficient. For 4 in. Presd- 
wood we recommend that the space between 
intermediate battens or rails should be no more 
than 9 in. and for Яв in. Presdwood the space 
between the rails to be no more than 12 in; the 
space can be increased for 1 in. and Ў; іп. 
Presdwoods. 

Our general experience has shown that it is far 
more desirable to have small dimensioned inter- 
mediate rails at closer centres rather than large 
dimensioned rails at wider centres. Timber frames 
should be constructed by using either dowelled, 
mortised and tenoned joints or corrugated box 
fasteners. The timber should be machined to an 
even thickness, all joints planed true and frames 
squared and vented before applying Masonite 
Presdwood panels. For large door construction, we 
recommend the use of wood edge strips to prevent 
damage and give a much cleaner appearance to 
door edges. For doors or frames which are 
expected to remain ''true," Masonite Presdwood 
panels should be fastened to both sides of frames. 


Fastening — We recommend the изе of 
adhesives, such as animal glues; casein cement or 
urea formaldehyde. The longer period allowed with 
casein cement when laying up frames, еіс., makes 
this adhesive more desirable than animal glues in 
production work. The adhesive should be spread 
evenly over all the frame to be glued. Presdwood 
panels should be then positioned on frames and 
may be held in place with two small brads until 
the pressure is applied by press or cramps. Make 
certain that all air and surplus adhesive is forced 
out of the join, allowing at least 3 to 4 hours in 
press and 24 hours for adhesive to set before 
working on frames. Wherever possible it is desir- 
able to avoid nailing (other than where required 
to hold panel in position in press) on surfaces of 
panels that are to be painted or polished.

SETTING OUT A CABINET FRAME 


The size and shape of your kitchen, together with proposed 
or existing stove, refrigerator, sink, etc., will determine the 
type of kitchen plan most suited for your requirements. The 
first step is therefore to measure accurately at several heights 
the dimensions of the kitchen. 


The end sections of the side cabinets should be set out in 
full size, taking all timber measurements from the actual 
material. This set out will provide the length of all timber 
members required for the end and partition frames and length 
ої cross members required for the top and bottom frames. 
In the case of sloping front cabinets, all angle cuts can be 
taken from this set out. 


Where a cabinet is to be fitted between parallel walls, it 
should be half an inch shorter than the distance between 
the walls, wood moulding is used to cover the remaining 
equal spaces. Assuming a kitchen as shown (left), mark the 
overall size of the three units, i.e. (В), on а set out rod (a 
set out rod is simply a suitable length of dressed timber, viz., 
13 in. x іп.). On the left end of the rod mark the width 
of the left hand frame section (S), likewise for the right end 
frame section (T). The length (Y) between the existing markings 
is the measure of the sink cabinet. 

The length (Y) should have added to it the thickness (usually 
$ in. nominal) to each end so that the side cabinets will satis- 
factorily join to it. This means that the two end styles are 
sometimes made of 21 in. x $ in. timber to allow the end 


styles to show 13 in. 


Working on a door opening as near as possible to 18 in. wide, 
it will be seen that there is sufficient length to permit five 
equal door openings. To calculate the actual door width, 
subtract the two end styles, (each 23 in. less $ іп., as 3 іп. is 
hidden behind each side cabinet), plus the four intermediate 
styles (each 13 in.) from length (Y), divide the remainder Бу 
5: the result is the door width opening. These calculations 
are then checked by transferring the measurements on to the 
set out rod. See (4) left.

Finished timber sizes as mentioned in the plans, e.g., 13 in. 
x 3 in. are nominal. For correct setting out all sizes should 
be taken direct from the actual timber used. When ordering 
from your timber merchant specify finished sizes — dressed all 
round. A light sanding of all timber to be used before 
assembly will make for neater jobs. Base cabinet doors are 


approximately 18 in. wide and overhead doors 16 in. wide. 


PAINTING AND FINISHING 


We publish a free technical leaflet on painting and finishing 
of Masonite Presdwoods — many leading paint manufacturers 
also issue technical literature on painting Masonite Presdwoods. 
However, in almost every type of furniture paint treatment it is 
essential to use either a pigmented or clear sealer prior to 
under or finishing coats on Masonite Presdwoods. A cut back 
with 320 wet or dry paper between coats will enhance the 
finished appearance.
